Edna Clark, Dead of Heart 


Trouble in Texas 


Broken 
hearted, 
according 
to 
his 


friends over the notoriety and disgrace 
resulting from his friendship for 
Edna 


Clark, <he Alameda art student who drop- 
ped from sight several months ago and 
was located in Chicago only after a long 
search, the Rev. Payson Young, deposed 
pastor of the Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin of San Francisco, is dead. 
His 


demise, which is said 
to 
have 
been 


brought on by heart trouble, occurred In 
San Antonio, Texas, on November 16, 
according to a message received in this 
city today by Mrs. David Mulr of 624 
Sixteenth street, with whom the clergy- 
man formerly made his home. 


"I have feared all along that he would 


never survive the disgrace which has 
been heaped upon him," she said today 
"Those of us who knew him best have 
never believed that his association with 
Edna Clark was other than it should be, 
and his expulsion from his church, in 
^ hich he was wrapped up body and soul, 
weighed on him cruelly." 


HE USED AN ALIAS. 


While in this city, Young was known 


also as Patrick Lyons, for soon after his 
name appeared in connection with that 
of Edna Clark a woman calling herself 
Mrs. 
Lyons arrivpcl in San Francisco 


fiom the east with the statement that 
Young had deserted her and .changed his 
name 
A search of the pastor's record 


showed that he had been a minister of 
three different faiths, and that his pas- 
torate of several churches throughout the 
country had ended at the request of his 
congregation. 


I SLOCATED IN CHICAGO. 


Miss Clark was located after weeks of 


search in Chicago, but during the agita- 
tion resulting from 
her 
disappearance 


Young was forced to admit that he had 
kissed the girl and been very friendly 
with her 
She was a member of 
his 


church, and the pastor stated that his 
caresses had been only the sort that any 
minister might bestow on one of his 
flock. 


The telegram, yesterday stated 
that 


Young had died November 16 and that 
he had conducted an optician's store in 
San Antonio 
He was burled by the Ma- 


sons 
The notice of his death in San 


Antonio gave California as his birthplace, 
but this Is incorrect 


An investigation by Bishop Nichols was 


asked by Young when his conduct became 
public, but later he resigned his pastor- 
ate and dropped from sight

MEATjpflON 


The Butchers' and Stockgrow- 


ers' Journal Has Article on 


Subject 


The following article relative to Oak- 


land meat Inspection appeared In the 
Butchers and_Stock Growers' Journal of 
November 20: 


"T"hls Journal has little to add to the 


article already published, and a careful 
reading of the ordinance shows conclu- 
sively that it it carefully drawn for the 
purpose of '(reeling out' the Independent 
slaughterer. At first glance It would ap- 
pear extremely liberal u\ the matter of 
slaughter house*, but unfortunately for 
the friends of the beef trust, the nigger's 
foot Is plainly sticking out from the wood- 
pile. Sections 3, 4 and 5 would make the 
casual enquirer believe that he could 
slaughter stock In any part of the city of 
Oakland, provided he conformed to the 
ordinance as regarded the building In 
which said slaughtering was done, and 
the same was passed upon by the Board 
of Health. Aha! lays the butcher, that 
sounds good., We can buy cattle and 
slaughter It ourselves anywhere In the 
city and can snap our fingers at the 
wholesalers! 
••Deluded butchers! Section C to like 
a cold water douche upon their heads 
That section informs them that for con- 
tinuous Inspection they must pay 1100 a 
month, a sum far greater than the dif- 
ference between self-bought cattle slaugh- 
tered by themselves and any profit they 
could hope to make from by-products. In 
fact, under those circumstances It would 
pay far better tb buy of the already es- 
tablished wholesalers at Stockyards. 
It 
is. In fact, an attempt to give the shadow 
of liberality without the substance. 


UNDER THIRD DIVISION. 


"But let the reader think how many 
of those butchers who would take advan- 
tage of the permission contained in this 
ordinance to start slaughter houses under 
certain conditions, would require an in- 
spector every day or half a day six days 
in the week at a monthly tax of J50! 
We venture to say not one of them. So 
all such slaughterers would come undei 
the third division of Section- «, viz : 'If 
inspection is furnished for halt a day or 
less, but not every day, the fee for such 
inspection shall be 
(,0 cent? per hour 
. . , the time of the Inspector to be so 
paid for shall Include the time occupied 
in traveling both ways between the city 
of Oakland and the place where such 
slaughtering is being or is to be done.' 


POSITION OP TRADE. 
"Nothing Is said about mileage, but It 
is fair to conclude from the tenor of this 
section of the ordinance quoted that that, 
too, will be made a tax upon the slaugh- 
terer. Now, considering tfiat the result 
of the recent annexation election has 
been to extend the city of Oakland to 60 
square miles, mileage and the time taken 
up 
by the 
inspector 
in traveling 
is 
bound to add heavily to the 60 cents per 
hour charged by the ordinance, and ren- 
der it Impossible for him to make slaugh- 
tering- pay. x 
"In other words, the Inspection charges 
are such as to prevent Indiscriminate 
slaughtering and force the retailers to de- 
pend upon outsiders for their supply of 
meat. 


"The 
position of the trade would, there 
fore, under the circumstances be exactly 
as we described it in a former article. 
The retailers would have to depend upon 
the wholesalers just as they do now, but 
those wholesalers, not having free gov- 
ernment inspection, could not afford to 
pay the Inspection fees and do a profita- 
ble business. So the passing of the pro- 
posed ordinance would drive them out of 
business, throwing the bulk of the trade 
directly Into the hands of the trust, and 
its local branches, the same being the 
purpose for which the said ordinance was 
drawn up. 


OBJECT OF THE CITY. 
•'Certainly if the obfect of the city of 


Oakland in considering the proposed ordi- 
nance is to increase Its revenue, besides 
assuring its citizens wholesome meat. It 
will find Itself deceived, and those firms 
only who have free government inspec- 
tion will provide that cfty with meat. At 
Present It will be remembered that much 
of the meat consumed in Oakland is sent 
out from San Francisco, and if such meat 
is refused entry, as we judge it would be 
by the passage of this ordinance, all 
competition would be killed. No Inspec- 
tors would be necessary, the government 
stamp guaranteeing the puritv, if not the 
quality of the meat. By such passage a 
thriving industry in the county of Ala- 
rneda would be killed and one In San 
Francisco considerably injured. 
What 
then, would be gained by the citizens of 
Oakland? 
Nothing, positively nothing. 


KEEN COMPETITION. 


Now competition not only between the 
wholesalers at Stocks ards. but competK 
tlon between the Alameda countv and 
San Francisco wholesalers keeps prices 
within bounds. After the passage of such 
proposed ordinance consumers In OaklanS 
would be at the mercy of the three or 
four firms in the state receiving free gov- 
ernment Inspection. These will naturally 
combine if not combined alreadv 
and 
the market being in their hands the'v win 
do as they like both with retailers and 
consumers

Convicted Land Magnate De- 


clares Health Was Broken 


by Strain of Trial 


SAN FRANCISCO, Deo. 1.—John A. 


Beanm, who !B serving a year** sentence 
In the county Jail for land fraud*, ha* 
filed an application for a parole with the 
State Board of Pardons. Benson's appli- 
cation i> unique, being the first attempt 
made by a federal prisoner in this state 
to be admitted to parole. He sets forth 
that hs health Is In a precarious condition 
as the result of the intense mental strain 
attendant upon his trial. 
The former 


land magnate. In asking to be released, 
cites a decision handed down by the 
United States District Court of Ohio. 
His conviction, he declares, was for a 
misdemeanor, and under a legislative act 
passed March 25 the sheriff and district 
attorney may paroie anyone Imprisoned 
for a misdemeanor.

CREATED SENSATION. 


Tho conviction of De I^ancey created 


a big sensation at the court house, and 
when the news of the verdict went abroad 
it was the means of attracting a large 
crowd of people to the corridors to hear 
the details and discuss the conviction, 
pro and con. Among other wild rumors 
floating: about was one to the effect that 
De Lancey had threatened to shoot th* 
District Attorney at the flrst opportunity 
and to commit suicide. 
After leaving 


the court house De Ixmcey said absolutely 
nothing to the deputies who escorted him 
to the County Jail, nor to anybody else 
about his case or anyone connected with 
It 


When seen at the Jail by a TRIBUNE 


reporter and told of the reports, he de- 
nounced 
them as 
absolutely 
without 


foundation, anfl in reply to a request 
for a statement regarding the verdict, 
said that for the present he did not care 
to discuss his case in any way. 


STATUS OF HIS CASE. 


Under the law De Lancey must remain 


in the County Jail until the disposition 
of his case, either "by reversal on appeal 
or his transfer to the penitentiary 
to 


serve his sentence, unless the court sees 
fit to release him under bond on a cer- 
tificate of ill-health, such as has just 
been done by Superior Judge Cabaniss of 
San Francisco in the case of Abraham 
Ruef. 


There is considerable speculation in 


court circles as to the severity of the 
sentence which Judge Brown will im- 


j pose upon De Lancey next Tuesday. Tho 
crime of which he has been convicted is 
punishable under the law by from one- to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 


DE LANCEY'S CRIME.

DONAHUE'S ADDRESS.

He drew the attention of the jury 
to the fact that counsel for the defense 
had both accused him of trying to Inflame 
ite passion, and declared* 


"As far as this defendant Is concerned, 


there Is no feeling on earth in my heart 
now as to John R. De Lancey except, of 
course, that feeling which eierj- g-ood 
I'Ulzen must have that the evidence in 
this caso showa him guilty of crimp be- 
yond and to the exclusion of all reason- 
able doubt. Other than tha't there Is no 
feeling or bias on my part—not a single 
feeling of prejudice. I neither love, hate 
nor admire him. I look upon him as a 
man to whom providence hag been more 
than kind, giving him more than the 
ordinary amount of intrlllgcnce. I look 
upon him as a man who has set aside the 
laws of God and the laws of his country. 
He is here for you to deal with, not for 
me. I have sat here during the seven 
weeks of this trial ana waited patiently 
for the opposition's defense, and wondered 
the while what it would be. I listened to 
the argument of Judge Frick, and then 
did not get the defense. But when Mr. 
Chapman made his closing argument In 
beh:'lf of the defense, we got their de- 
fense, and not until then. 


"LET

TJte Railroad Outlook. 


The dissolution of the merger which combined 


the Rock Island and "Frisco" railway systems is, 
in all probability, not a complete severance oi in- 
terests and friendly relations. It appears to have 
been dictated by both financial and legal consider- 
ations.' The government was preparing to attack 
the legality of the merger, while on the other 
hand the two systems combined have not done so 
well financially as they did when operated sepa- 
rately. 
Moreover, the Hawley lines, embracing 


the Chicago &'Alton, the Chesapeake & Ohio and 
other roads, have become a factor in a new com- 
munity of interests, the combination of which cov- 
ers the entire region between the Great Lakes, the 
Atlantic seaboard, the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Rocky Mountains. It would seem to be a logical 
necessity for this" powerful combination to build 
or acquire an outlet to the Pacific Coast, its ex- 
treme western terminals now being at Denver and 
El Paso. The El Paso & Southwestern affords a 
connection to Bisbee, Arizona. 


B. F. Yoakum and B. L. Winchell were the men 


who engineered the merger of the "Frisco" lines 
with the Rock Island, and in the severance they 
are disclosed as the controllers of the "Frisco." It 
is understood that the Missouri, Kansas_& Texas 
will be operated in the interest of the Hawley- 
Yoakum lines. The Katy, as it is commonly called, 
will give the Chicago & Alton a direct line from 
Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas City to Galveston 
and San Antonio. The "Frisco's" direct lines go 
no further in Texas than Paris and Fort Worth,

the thirty-eighth parallel would seem to be indis- 
pensable to the combination. The Western Pacific 
would afford such a connection. The Santa Fe is 
out of the question, and if it is impossible to se- 
cure control of the Western Pacific tKe construc- 
tion of a new line to San Francisco bay from some 
common point in Colorado or New Mexico would 
seem to be a necessary part of the program. The 
combination of Hill, Hawley, Rock Island and 
'Frisco'' interests would be able to * accomplish 
this without difficulty. 


There is talk of the Hill interests, embracing the 


Burlington & Northern Pacific systems, building 
a line from Western Wyoming down through 
Idaho and Nevada to a junction with the Western 
Pacific, but such a line would not relieve the situ- 
ation in the Southwest for the Hawfey, the Rock 
Island and the "Frisco" people. Hence the indi- 
cations point to the building of an entirely new 
line south of Denver.

Drs. Cleveland Floyd and William P. 


Lucas, of the Harvard Medical School, 
have made a medical discovery which 
they think will reduce the mortality from 
pneumonia fully 60 per cent They com- 
bat the disease with the white corpulcles 
of the blood, which make warfare upon 
all germs that ravage the system and, 
rush to the center of attack, when the 
health of a person is threatened. Before 
beginning their warfare on pneumonia, 
>rs. Floyd and Lucas made an extract 
of those fighting white blood corpuscles, 
or, • as they are known to the medical 
world, leucocytes. 


"At the Massachusetts General Hospital 


we took 41 cases pf pneumonia as they 
occurred, and not selected cases," Dr. 
-ucaa said tonight. 
"We treated them 


with the leucocytlc extract. Out of these 


1 cases 36 recovered and only five died. 
This gives a mortality of 12.2 per cent 
'or the entire series of cases." 


It Is asserted that although the white 


corpuscle extract thus far has been ap» 
piled only to pneumonia cases, there Is no 
apparent reason why Its use should not 
>e extended to practically all forms of 
disease In whlrh the presence of large 
numbers of white corpuscles In the blood 
will serve as a fighting force. There are 
scores of such diseases, and many of

On El Fralle Island, one of the four 


which form a chain across the month of 
Manila Bay, the War Department has 
Just completed a defensive work In the 
exact form of a battle ship made of solid 
concrete, the size of the Island being so 
small ae to not allow for the ordinary 
fort.

In the Bast, as.elsewhere, since the Bib- 


lical days of John's "locusts and honey," 
locusts have been deemed more or less 
edible. In Palestine to this day they are 
considered a luxury. The Jews try them 
In sesame oil, sesame being the grain of 
which mention Is made In the story of 


AH Baba and the Forty Thieves,'' a 


favorite tale In "The Arabian Nights" en- 
tertainments. 


In Arabia Petrea locusts are dried 


in the sun and then ground into a sort of 
flour for baking and In Central Africa 
certain tribes employ locusts for making 
a thick brown soup. 


In Madagascar they are baked In huge 


Jars,' fried In grease and then mixed wtth 
rice, forming a dainty much affected by 
the dusky Inhabitants of that island. 


The Algerians have a simple method. 


They merely boll the locusts In water and 
salt them to the taste. 
The Arabians 


grind and bake the locusts as cakes, roast 
them In butter or else crush them In a 
mlxtur^ of camel's cheese' and daten. 


Locusts are also eaten in times of fam- 


ine In Southern Russian generally by the 
poorest of the poor, among whom the In- 
sects .are smoked like fish. In the prep- 
aration of locusts for food the legs and 
wings are Invariably detached. 


It Is said that, while the flavor of lo- 


custs Is strangely disagreeable In the raw 
state, this flavor Is readily disguised* and 
even becomes agreeable when the Insect 
is cooked. Some of the locust soups are. 
we are told, scarcely to b» distinguished 
from beef broth, and when tho -HtUe In- 
sects are fried In their own oil and 
slightly salted they take on a pleaslnf 
nutty flavor —Harper's Weekly.

A SCHEME FOR A CIVIC CENTER FOR THE CITY AND COUNTY OF OAKLAND SUBMITTED BY D. FRANKLIN 


OLIVER. 


EDITOR TRIBUNE:—Now that bond 


and annexation elections have so hand- 
somely carried and also good prospects 
of early obtaining a consolidated city and 
county government, we are led to look 
forward to the laying of the foundation 
for a greater Oakland. 


Therefore, I wish to offer my little mite 


In the nature of "a suggestion regarding 
our proposed new city hall. In so doing 
I'm sure that no one is more than I d<-- 
slrous of seeing consummated this long 
desired and much needed improvement. 


Looking into the future of the greater 


city to bs,. I would suggest that wo not 
build upon the present city hall site, but 
instead, establish at this time a "civic 
center" — which shall for all time serve 


«ttll civic purposes — In other words, a 


idnsolldatlon of civic buildings, 


MAKES SUGGESTION. 


Among other possible schemes, I.would 


suggest the one herewith illustrated, as 
combining the greatest good to the great- 
est number. As will be seen, the scheme 
embodies the acquirement of a plot of 
land, adjacent to Lakeside park, and 
overlooking Lake Merrltt. This plot will 
be In outline, a quadrant, the radius of 
which will extend to its center at Four- 
teenth and Harrison streets, this line to' 
represent an avenue 125 feet in width, 
having a side walk reservation of about 
thirty feet, which will be parked and 
otherwise beautified. 


Located at the easterly end of this ave- 


nue, will be the administration building, 
and extending from either end of which 
connected with colonades Will be located 
all other civic buildlnfis. Including among 
others the Superior Court, Polytechnic 
school, public library, art gallery and 
museum, etc., etc. 


WOULD CONSTRUCT AVENUE. 


In addition to the foregoing, I would 


suggest that, extending from the outer 
circumference of the plot, a wide avenue 
or boulevard be constructed, the opposite 
ends of which will converge at Broadway 
and Fourth streets, thence along Broad- 
way, 
widened, to the estuary tunnel con- 


necting with the city of Alameda, Such 
a boulevard would afford easy means of 
communicating with the civic center and 
would also serve as a barrier to 
the 


spread of fire, in the event of a gen- 
eral conflagration. Also Is suggested a 
bridge connecting Adams Point as shown 
and still another bridge connecting Four- 
teenth street with East Fourteenth street. 


While this scheme may appear to some 
as extravagant, yet no doubt but that the 
present city hall site, together with other 
sites belonging to the city, coutd be sold 
for enough to acquire this site, the im- 
provement of which will cost no more 
than the cost of 'erecting buildings else- 
where.

to take up this civic center question now, 
at least, before any definite steps be 
'taken to erect a city hall upon the pres- 
ent site. Should such a building be errct- 
ed there, it will have outgrown the city's 
requirements 'ero it could be completed. 


Another suggestion In closing is to 
ertct on the present city hall park site 
a ten story Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing. I will subscribe one thousand dollars 
for stock In such an enterprise right now.
